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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-6 are pending in the application and were examined on their merits. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because Figure 1 should be labeled as 'Figure 1'. 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version 
of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 
amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be 
canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and 
where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes 
made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 4-6 The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform 
with cunrent U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a 
foreign document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. The Examiner 
cannot delineate the metes and bounds of the scope of what is sought to be patented, 
and therefore the ordinary artisan would not be able to ascertain exactly what Applicant 
intends to claim. Further, the claims include sentences with periods; this constitutes 
indefininiteness as well, as it cannot be detemnined if the matter present after the 
periods is actually part of the claims. Because the Examiner cannot determine what is 
being claimed, these claims were not examined on their merits. The Examiner cannot 
what the ingredient of claims 4-6 in order to actually search it on the merits. 



Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 
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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Katayama (JP408275751A - English abstract) In light of Katayama (JP 06293649A - 
Application publication - English Abstract). 

Katayama (JP408275751 A - English abstract) disclosed an alcoholic extract of 
soybean milk femiented with Eruzen A bacteria (see English Abstract). Eruzen A 
bacteria comprises Clostridium butyricum, Bacillus cereus, Bacillus sphericus, 
Lactobacillus casei casei, Lactobacillus acidophilus and Lactobacillus fermentum as 
evidenced by Katayama (JP 06293649A - Application publication - English Abstract). 
Thus, Eruzen A bacteria Is considered a 'co-culture of a plurality of lactic acid bacteria' 
since Eruzen A contains three types of Lactobacillus; L. acidophillus, L. casei casei and 
L. fermentum which are all lactic acid bacteria. Hence, the fermented soybean milk of 
the claims was known in the art, as well as the alcoholic extract thereof. 

Therefore, Katayama (JP408275751A- English abstract) anticipated the claimed 
invention. 
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No Claims are allowed.
